Full faith is still given to his 
proféssions of friéndliness, but so long as the 
assurances he gives are not. made good by his 
government he cannot be perniitted to merely 
carry out what seems to be a settled policy of 
delay. His. propositions are ali received and 
filed away for reference, as it were. 
Congres* Desires Information. 

Another reason why Chile’s answer must be 
forthcoming in a few days is the desire of Con- 
gress to be informied. Itis the literal truth 
that until the taking of the testimony of the 
baltimore’s men at San Francisco few of the 
Congressmen had any notion how serious the 
matter was. They had not taken 
pains. to inform themselves of the 
facts, but today at the Capitol the 
Cinlean situation was looked upon as grave. 
The reports of the testimony taken at San 
Francisco have been. read with great interest 
by Senators and Representatives, and some of 
those who have heretofore. been extremely 
skeptical have’ suddenly come to the realiza- 
tion of the fact that war with Uhile is a proba- 
bility. 

They have not been able to get full informa- 
tion'on the subject, and the reports that have 
been circ@lated recently that Chile was on the 
point of making aa apology have led them to 
believe that the matter would be settled. 

The testimony taken: by Judge Advocate- 
General Remy has proven startling to them, 
and the Chilean situation has been the sub- 
ject of very serious discussion at the Capitol. 
Now the.demand is for all the facts to 
be sent in so that Gungress may back up 
the administration. President Harrison 
has been deeply moved by the reports from 
San Francisco. . At -the Cabihet meeting 
today the President expressed the opinion 
that the situation was more serious than it 
has been at any previous time. After looking 
the correspondence over very carefully he 
finds nothing in it that indicates*the least re- 
gret on the part ef Chile for the outrage. He 
regards the so-called ‘‘ unofficial ’’ reports that 
Chile would pologize as rumors given out for 


of an amicable disposition on the part of 
Chile. 

As far as this government knows, as far as 
the President himself knows by official com- 
munication or unofficial intimation, the Chile- 
ans are as uifriendly, arrogant, and offensive 
in their attitude as they were when Chilean na- 
val officers, at. a banquet to officers of the 
sh.ps from Europe, proposed as a toast “‘ Con- 
fusion to the Yankees.”’ This was just a little 
while before the assault on the sailors of the 
Baltimore. | 

Would Take Vigorous Steps. 

Should Chile in reply to the United States 
send its ultimatam declining to give satisfac- 
tion it would be for Congress to determine 


the future course. All the refugees 
are likely to be safely out of 
the legation in Santiago within a 


weck and the hesitation the administration has 
heretofore felt in directing Minister Egan to 
withdraw would no longer exist. Congressional 
sanction would not be necessary to withdraw 
the Minister and break off diplomatic rela- 


tions. This would be simply an indication of 


the displeasure of the United States. 

But unless no satisfaction is had this coun- 
try.would not be content with merely ex- 
pressing its displeasure. The President would 
undoubtedly recommend that meaus be em- 
ployed to bring Chile to her senses and 
if the emergency ‘demanded Congress would 
unhesitatingly authorize a declaration of war. 
The possibility that Great Britain and Ger- 
many might be incolved would not count 4 
second in vindicating the dignity of the coun- 
try. The fleet would be massed at Iquique 
and the first point of attack would be the 
nitrate beds. 

British interests would suffer as much as 
Chilean, but there would be little sympathy 
for-the English, who did ail they could to stir 
up the Chileans against North Americans, 
as the people of the United States 
are called. Great Britain would be 
simply told tou keep her hands off and 
her interests in the nitrate beds would not 
give her casus belli against this country. The 
English have been largely responsible for all 
the trouble.. Now they must either help foot 
the bill or bring Chile to her senses. 

Arbitration Talk Has Vanished. 

In the present strained relations the talk of 
arbitration is like chaff before the wind. It 
is blown out of sight. Ex-Mayor Grace’s pri 
yate interests are net great enough to justify 
the government of ‘the United States in arbi- 
trating a question of national honor. 

The officers of the Navy Department are 
not disturbed by the possibilities of a brush 
with the South American oligarchy. They 
believe that the American navy never was in 
better condition. 

The highly successful performance of the 
Miantonomoh and her guns 1s a sofirce of no 
little comfort to the naval authorities. They 
breathe easier mow that they know she is 
available for service with Chile.

| WAS FULL OF HORROR 


PARTICULARS OF LAST MONDAY’S 
‘DISASTER ON THE MONON. 


Section Men Charge That They Had Vainly 
Applied for a Rail to Replace the One 
Which Caused the Accident—Caring for 

te Dead and Wounded at Crawfords- 
ville—Agents Settling with Victims— 
Statement of the Company's Officials— 
Services of a Heroine. | 

In all truth the officials of the Louisviile, 

New Albany and Chicago railroad company 

have said that the. disaster which overtook 

their northbound passenger train north of 

Crawfordsville, Ind., Monday afternoon was 

the worst in the history of the road. The 

Monon has had its share-.of misfortunes. 

There were more fatalities at Broad Ripple 

and at other wrecks. on that line, but none 

exceeded the Crawfordsyille affair in horror, 
or in wholesale maiming, as the stories heard

Nellie Hanley of the show 
company, Mrs. Rosa Evans of Green Castle, 
and E. Whitesides, three of the thirty-four 
maimed victims, may die. 

In Crawfordsville the wreck caused great 
excitement. Feeling was strong against the 
section men, who were reported to have left 
the rail which caused the wreck insecurely 
spiked to the track. But yesterday there came 
a change of sentiment when muel Burk- 
holder, a respected citizen, reported that in a 
conversation with one of the section men he 
had been told thatthe rail which caused all 
the trouble had been broken for a jong time 
and that the @ction men had for a long time 
applied in vain to the company for a new rail. 
It was refused, so the section man said, on 
the ground that the whole line was soon to be 
supplied with new steel rails. Mr, Burkhold- 
er said that the fatal rail had been broken into 
a dozen pieces and that the ties under it were 
rotten. He further declared that the accident 
at Salt Creek of afew days before had oc- 
curred from similar causes. 

The accident occurred at a place that is one 
of the most dangerous points in the Monon 
system. A mile and a halfnorth of Crawfords- 
ville the track crosses a deep ravine on a 
trestle some forty feet high. After crossing 
favine the roadbed winds 


some distance, the track being for the most 
part cut out of the steep side of the ravine. 
Just north of the trestle there is a point espe- 
cially precipitous, and it was chosen by the 


‘fates for the scene of the disaster. 


A Broken Rail at a Dangerous Point. 

A hundred yards before reaching the steep- 
est point the train struck a broken rail. The 
engine passed over safely, but the first car, a 
mail coach, was derailed. The cars broke 
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ville and cared for. The people of the town 
offered many gentle servicss, - : 
Another costly and almos#équally horrible 
accident came near filling out aday of mis- 
fortune for the Monon; Jast before m#- 
night the wrecking-train pulled into Craw- 
fordsville from the scene ofthe day's disastér.

What the Railroad Officials Say. 


W. H. McDoel, General Manager S. J. Col- 
lins, General Superintendent G. H. Kretziny- 
er, and other general officers of the 
road reached the scene of the accident 
yesterday morning. All affirmed that there 
was no defect in the road or roadbed. 

** There are many things about this wreck I 
don’t understand,” said Mr. Kretzinger. 
* The roadbed was in just as good condition 
as it possibly could be. Asa proof of this I 
might say that the road bed was that firm that 
in the whole hundred yards of track that was 
dragged over by the trucks after the cars left 
the track, and before they fell down the hill, 
not a single tie was disturbed from its place, 
so firmly are they laid and so perfect is the 
baliasting.”’ 

“The wreck,” said General Superintend- 
ent Collins, “‘ was the result of a broken rail, 
but how the rail was oroken I do not know. 
T have not seen the pieces, to know whether 
the rail was defective or whether it was the 
work of frost. The rails were of the best of 
steel, and I think frost did the work. I do 
not see that it could possibly have been 
avoided by any precautionary measures, It’s 
just what would have happened .on any road, 
but it occurred on about the worst spot on the 
whole line, and it is a wonder to me that there 
were so few fatalities. In my thirty years of 
railroading I never saw 4 worse wreck,”

It was established 
inany years ago by Thomas & Frite Keoner, 
who carried on an immense business at Napies 
and Meredosia. Thomas subsequently’ died, 
and Fritz went te Denver, where he has 
amassed a large fortune estimated*at $1,500,- 
000. The business here was turned over to 
Charles C. Keener, the son of Fritz, and John 
L. Pike. The firm had branch hoiises at 
Naples, Perry Springs, Bay, Chambersburg, 
and Versailles, and at each of these. places 
numerous creditors now mourn the failure in 


various amounts from a few dollars to thiou-.
